Today Judge Prendergast will 
be asked to appoint a permanent assignee, as 
Mr. Hul consented to serve only until such 
appointment might be made.

The reasons for the losses in the factory 
were now apparent. The superintendent 
had not only shipped out goods—to himself 
on his own guarantee—but had bought goods 
- from himself, for the firm. In 
other words, A. G. Leonard & Co. 
upon the O. K.“ of their stperintenaent, 
were giving goods away to Mr. Cutter for 
worthless paper, and were buying back their 
own goods, Cutter pocketing the proceeds. 

THE WAY IT WAS DONE. 

“The New England Supply company,” No. 
171 Madison street, was the convenient 
alias which Cutter adopted in these dealings. 
All receipts, bills, and other paper of the 
New England Supply company came to 
Leonard & Co., signed per M. E. Sharpe.” 
A comparison of chirography develops the 
fact that the signatures were all in Cutter’s 
handwriting. The resemblance passed un- 
noticed until it wag too late. How much 
Cutter stole through this medium iu a few 
months is still somewhat conjectural. 

Cutter disappeared Feb. 5. Since then it 
has become more patent every day that 
through his stealings and the investment in 
the new factory at De Kaibon the strength 
of his representations the firm was too 
deeply involved to hope for anything but an 
honorable bankruptcy. 

Today an obligation for $6,400, which can- 
not be met, falls due. Robert Hill was 
called in, after it became clear that it was 
useless to attempt tiding over the crisis, and 
the situation was explained to him. Mr. Hill 
consented to act as the assignee until one 
could be regularly appointed by the court, 
and the assigument was filed with no prefer- 
ences. 

The failure will generally be a surprise to 
the trade. 

Messrs. Leonard and Hand ford were deeply 
despondent when seen by a TRIBUNE reporter 
at the store shortiy after the filing of the 
assignment. Neither felt able to enter into 
the details of the story at present. 

ASSETS LEFT AND THE DEBTS. 

The assignee stated for them that the as- 
sets included the stock of manufactured 
goods on hand, also goods in process of man- 
ufacture, the new factory at De Kalb, 
and Mr. Leonard’s homestead on Michigan 
avenue. 

“The failure is directly due to the steal 
ings of our superintendent, Cutter, and to 
his failure to come up with the capi- 
tal he had promised for the new fac- 
tory,” said Mr. Hand ford. “Dull 
trade and slow payments have aiso 
had something to do with it. There is no 
telling yet how much his stealings amount 
to. He is in Canada. The creditors are 
mostiy Eastern manufacturers and banks. 
There are no Chicago creditors to any 
amount. We have done the best we could 
by all of. them in making the assignment 
thus early and without preferences. It is 
not time to discuss the chances of resuming 
business. If we ever do our costly lesson 
will be remembered.” 

CUITER TO BE INDICTED. 

The case against Cutter will be presented 
to the grand jury this week and an indict- 
ment secured. He is said to have abandoned 
his wife and child, who are still at Chicago 
Lawn. 


IMPRISONED IN A POLICE STATION, 


A Man Said to Have Been Held by the 
Officers Since Dec. 13. 

Who is the man-the police have had locked 
up at the Eagiewood Police Station since 
Dec. 18? That they have such a prisoner is 
positively asserted, though both the Captain 
ana Lieutenant—tae only ones who see the 
incarcerated man—deny the statment. 

But the other officers about the station 
have been curious to know who the prisoner 
is, but no light has been shed on their igno- 
rance. As the arrest occurred so socn after 
the verdict in the Cronin case some of the 
officers have wondered if the prisoner is a 
Cronin suspect. 

A man who claims to have seen the pris- 
oner when he was taken to the station Dec. 
13, Capt. Danforth being in charge, says the 
newcomer without being booked was taken 
Op-stairs into the Lieutenant’s room and 
locked up. The only description of him that 
this man could give was that he appeared to 
be five feet six or seven inches tail, about 160 
pounds weight, had a dark mustache, reced- 
ing chin, and wore a heavy ulster with a big 
collar. 

If the man has been there all this time, as 
is alleged, he has been kept locked up about 
two aud a half months, and no one but 
Capt. Euliott and the Lieutenant has been 
permitted to visit him. 

Last night a TRIBUNE reporter asked Desk- 
Sergeent Nelson if he could see the prisoner 
up-stairs. 

„1 can’t let you up,” he said. You'll 
have to see the Captain or Lieutenant about 
that. 

Later, when questioned further, be tried to 
take back his admission by denying that 
there was anybody up-stairs. Lieut. Kane 
denied knowing anything about such a pris- 
oner. He said if a man were locked-up up- 
stairs he would know of it, but there was no 
one there. He refused, however to permit 
the reporter to accompany him up-stairs to 
see. 

Capt. Elliott also denied having a prisoner 
as described. P 

But tne officers about the station have been 
gossiping about this strange prisoner for 
some time, and their hints were contirmed 
by the statements of E. D. White, who keeps 
a restaurant at Sixty-third street and Weat- 
worth avenue, near the station. He said he 
had agreed to furnish three meals a day to 
one prisoner ever since Christmas, or there- 
abouts. The police had asked him for a re- 
duction, saying that they wanted the meals 
furnished for some time. He had agreed to 
send the meals for thirty-five cents apiece, 
including waiter’s service. 

The waiter, who before the arrival of this 
strange prisoner was permitted to carry his 
edibles to any partof the station, was sud- 
denly deprived of his privilege. The food 
was taken from him and carried by the 
Captain or Lieutenant up-stairs. 

What the prisoner is kept for nobody who 
knows seems willing to tell. The method of 
keeping a prisoner for such a long time with- 
out trial and without permitting any one to 
see himis unusual, and the officers who 
know of this circumstance are wondering 
why the man is kept.

Artisans and Bosses Who Are Doing 
Little for Their Money. 


CLAN-NA-GAELS IN HIGH FEATHER.

Banks Oregier the Employment Agency of 
the Administration. 


THE EXPENSE TO THE TAXPAYERS. 


One of the best known of the Democratic 
Aldermen, in discussing the Cregier Admin- 
istration and its methods yesterday, said: “I 
have been familiar with the ways of public 
officers in this city for twenty-five years. I 
do not remember a time when ovr municipal 
affairs were so loosely or so extravagantly 
Managed as they are at present. If any one 
has any doubt on this point he need only take 
observations at the new pumping works at 
Fourteenth street and Indiana avenue. For 
some reason that*I cannot understand the 
work on this pumping station is not done by 
contract. The foundations have been put in, 
the well dug, and the other work done on 
the eight-hour-day plan. This has afforded 
opportunity for jobbery and fraud. Onlya 
select number of the politicians are ‘on to’ 
the ‘softness’ of the job, and they ‘ work it 
for all it is worth.’ Those Aldermen who 
know about the affair put all the strikers of 
their wards on the job. The strikers have 
good pay and easy times.“ 

„How is that!“ 

“Weil, all that bas to be done there is to 
lay bricks on the walls of the well connect- 
ing with the tunnel. The timbers for the 
foundation, the most difficult and the most 
costly part.of the work, were put down some 
time ago. The bricklaying has gone on 
since. On the work there is room for about 
twelve brickiayers. I know of times last 
summer when forty bricklayers were em- 
ployed. They were in one another’s way 
when they were not holding out at some ad- 
joining saloon. They impeded the progress 
of the work.“ 

CLAN-NA-GAKLS IN FAVOR. 

„How much were they paid!“ 

“They were paid Aa day of eight hours. 
The eight-hour day was reduced ir practice 
to one hour. You get the city pay-rolis and 
you'll find the taxpayers were charged for 
eight hours, though. The bricklaying on 
this foundation has cost at least four prices.“ 

Wo is in charge of the work!“ 

“One William Innes, an honest but easy- 
going Scotchman. The real boss of the jor 
is John O'Malley of the Twenty-third Ward, 
a protégé of Ald. McCormick. O'Malley, you 
will remember, was a witnéss before the 
Coroner’s jury in the Cronin case. He ad- 
mitted that he was one of the trial committee 
with Le Caron, Dan Coughhn, Larry Buck- 
ley, and others who. expelled Cronin from 
the Clan-na-Gaelon tha oharge of treason. 
He had a most defective memory when he 
was examined ‘before the Coroner’s jury, 
you will recoliect. As foreman of the brick- 
layers at the fourteenth street pumping 
works he has an excelient memory. He re- 
members all his Clan-na-Gael friends. No 
britklayer who is not a Clan-na-Gael of the 
triangle variety need apply for work at $4 
per day on that job. Cooney ‘the Fox’ was 
employed on the job by O'Malley fox a time. 
Cooney’s admirers are in the majority now 
in the bricklaying gang.“ 

THE KEAL AUTOCRAT. 

„% How does’ O'Malley manage to keep his 
place! 

Not entirely through triangle influence. 
He is solia with Banks Cregier. Banks is 
the empioyment agency of his father’s Ad- 
ministration. His indorsement goes for more 
with city foremen and city superintendents 
than does anything that all the Democratic 
Aldermen put together can say. The Demo- 
cratic Aldermen who have friends to be pro- 
videa for and who are well posted, go to 
Banks. He arranges matters for them as he 
sees fit. O'Malley is his man. He has more 
than one O'Malley.“ 

Has he any other man at the pumping 
works?’ 

* Why. of course. He has five or six fore- 
men. Besides the bricklayers now employed 
under O'Malley there are about thirty 
laborers. It takes five of Banks 
Cregier’s foremen, o look after 
those thirty men. There is a foreman to 
every six men. The laborers are paid at 
the rate of $2.25, making $15.50 per day for 
each foreman ana gang. One boy would do 
as much as the whole six.“ 

„Rut are there no timekeepers?”’ 

“Why, of course. That is a soft job for 
an Administration supporter. It is held by 
a saloonkeeper named Gannon, who holds 
out somewhere on Halsted street, near Tay- 
jor. Gannon says he has sold out his saloon. 
The license for his place is yet in his name. 
Gannon is wholly illiterate. He has no no- 
tion of dme save as it is measufed by the 
intervals between drinks: He does not 
spend an hour aday at the works, but draws 
$118 per month. For several days at a time 
he does not put in an appearance at all.“

“Then Banks seems to run the whole

„That's just what he does. An Alder- 
man’s recommendation does not go without 
his indorsement.

Everything Crushed to Atoms by the 
Tremendous Force. 


WORST FEARS FULLY REALIZED. 


Fearful Soenes of Desolation Along the 
Canons of Hassayampa Oreek. 


AVALANCHE OF WATER 100 FEET HIGH. 


Prescott, Ariz., Feb. 25.—[Special.|—J. J. 
Williams, a prominent mining superintend- 
ent, and his brother Ben Williams of Bis- 
bee, accompanied by Prof. James Dougiass, 
a mining expert and capitalist, arrived here 
at 7 o’clock last night and related a story 
told them by two prospectors who had 
come direct from the scene of the 
Walaut Grove dam disaster. His story was 


of such a nature as to show that the half had 


not been told and that the awful disaster 


was of amore destructive nature tian at 


first reported. A search was made and the 
two prospectors were found and told the fol- 
lowing story of the dam-burst: 


It was not until after the arrival of the: 


above named gentieman after dark last 
night that any definit tidings were received 
of the destruction of the big storage dam, 
and s strong hope existed that it had not been 
washed away. E. H. Beggs, the stage 
agent who took Sheriff O'Neill and 
Dr. Miller to the seene of the 
disaster, returned, and reported that a 
messenger with full particulars sent by Sher- 
iff O'Neill was due. It was a quarter to 12 
o’clock at night, however, before the messen- 
ger arrived, giving a list of the lost as far as 
known and a partial list of the survivors. 
Sheriff O’Neill writes that the scene of 
desolation along the Hassayampa, below 
the site of the dam, beggars description 
A tornado could not have made such a com- 
plete wreck. For miles the waters, turned 
free by the breaaing of the dams, filled the 
bed of the creek with dead bodies, enormous 
bowlders, trees, cacti, and every other kind 
of débris. The following is a partial list of 
the drowned:

Among the survivors are Miss Mary Hau- 
lon, niece of H. 8. Van Buren, President of 
the Walnut Grove Water Storage company; 
James Redington, hydraulic engineer; Paul 
Lansing, bookkeeper; Robert B. Row, mer- 
chant, and all his assistants. Edmund Sils- 
bee, H. S. Van Buren and his daughter, with 
Lieut. A. O. Brodie, the superintendent, were 
in Phoenix, having left for there the Tues- 
day preceding. 

Besides those mentioned some twelve or fif- 
teen miners who were placer mining de- 
tween the upper and lower dams, with a 
numberof ranchers along the stream, are 
missing, and when all the casualties are 
ascertained the entire loss will probably be 
between fifty and sixty lives. The bodies 
thus far discovered number about a dozen, 
many of which were found twenty or thirty 
miles below the place where the flood over- 
took tnem. All the remains are more or less 
mutilated, while in several cases only frag- 
ments have been recovered. Many bodies 
are doubtless buried in the sand, others torn 
in pieces and others carried far south. 

Those who saw the flood say that it came 
down in an almost perpendicular wall, ninety 
or 100 feet high, and apparently crushed 
dowminstead of sweeping everything before 
it. Immense bowlders weighing tons were 
thrown around as a child might toss a ball. 
Enormous trees were brokea in two sections 
or torn into shreds. Irom bands were bröken 
and twisted out of shape and an ordi- 
nary flatiron was pickea up and 
carried five miles and then imbedded in the 
wails of ine cafion eighty feet above the 
present level of the stream. A large safe 
belonging to Robert B, Row, contaiaing in 
the neighborhood of $7,000, was swept away 
and no trace has, after the most diligent 
search, been found of it, Whatever the 
water struck went down. 

The flood struck the lower dam at 1:50 
o'clock a. m. Five minutes later tne head- 
quarters, five miles below, were swept away. 
Several persons were at both points watch- 
ing, but notwithstanding this the lost at 
the first point was over thirty men, 
and those who escaped did so with 
what they had on their backs 
only, some with their nicht clothes only. 
Early in the evening of the 2ist a courier 
was sent from the upper to tne lower dam to 
warn the residents at the latter point that 
the former structure was in danger of break- 
ing, but owing to‘the storm and darkness 
the messenger, William Akard, could not 
keep ahead of the flood and lost his life in 
trying to cross the Hassayampa within view 
of the survivors of thé camp he had tried to 
save. 

Charles Thompson, a courier just in from 
pelow Wickenberg above the lower dam, re- 
ports that nine bodies have been discovered 
at that place and tnree above, in addition to 
those already discovered. The old historic 
Brill ranch, with all the ranches along tne 
river, has been swept away.

Another cause I might advance 
was the fact, as stated in the re- 
ports, that the stone used in building 
the structure was blasted from the side hills 
adjacent tothe dam. I often thought that 
the terrific force empioyed might have cre- 
ated fissuresin the structure or did event- 
ually shake the foundation from its base. 
These are the only causes which appear to 
me feasibie.”’ 

W nom do you think resposible for the ac- 
cident?” * 

It any person is to blame I would suggest 
the engineer in charge of. the foundation, 
Mr. Biake. He was the man employed in 
the most important undertaking, the super- 
vising of the building.” 

How about the owners“ 

They deserve no censure. They invested 
between $700.000 and $800,000 and received 
not a cent in return. Their purpose was the 
erection of a dam that should Witnstand the 
pressure of 10,000,000,000 gallons, or as much 
Water as the valley would hold. A 
waste gate ten fest high and forty 
feet long was employed to take away 
the surplus water, and every precav- 
tion known was used to make the dam 
substantial. I am astonished that it could 
be swept away.“ 


FISHERIES TREATY NEGOTIATIONS. 


Charies Tapper to Represent Canada at 
the Washington Conference. 
Orrawa, Ont., Feb. 25.—[Special. |—Charles 
Tupper, Minister ot Marine, has left for 
W ashington to take part in the fisheries ne- 
gotiations now in progress there. Mr. Tup- 
per is believed to be well informed on fishery 
matters, though he does not go to Washing- 
tru so well equipped to deal with the Ameri- 
cans as his father did when he went there as 
Commissioner in company with Mr. Chamber- 
tain, and it is hardly possible that Mr. Tupper 
will be able to do more than advise with the 
British Minister. His position will be en- 
tirely unofficial. There is a probability that, 
as regards the Behring Sea question, he has 
gone rather too late. A dispatch from Wash- 
ington declares that on that difficulty a set- 
dlement has already been reached, the Umted 
States agreeing to pay damages in respect of 
Canadian vessels seized so far, and Great 
Britain guaranteeing that there shall be no 
further intrusion by Canadian vessels on the 
sea. The Ministers here say they know of 
no s arrangements and are inclined to 
doubt the correctness of the dispatch. Noth- 
ing is known here of the nature of the nego- 
tiations taking place at Washington with re- 
gard to the Atlantic fisheries, but it is thought 
that they cannot look to a permanent settie- 
ment on the basis of a new treaty such as 
was settled upon in 1888. The idea is rather 
that the rights of both nations under the 
treaty of 1818 will be defined, if, indeed, a 
definition can be reached. For the negotia- 
tions on this question, Mr. Tupper will be in 
time. There isa feeling here that Canada 
has already lost something by the discussions 
which have been conducted by the British 
Minister, who, however astute, cannot be ex- 
pected to have grasped the situauon in its en- 


ty. 

The Hon. Peter Mitchell, at one time a 
member of the Government but now in the 
opposition, brought up the Behring Sea ques- 
tion in the House today. He drew attention 
toa Washington dispatch which said Eu- 
giand had abandoned her contention on condi- 
tion of the payment of compensation for the 
seizure of Canadian vessels in Alaskan 
waters. Mr. Mitchell thought England had 
proved dilatory in asking for a Canadian rep- 
resentative at the last moment, ana said that 
the Hon. Mr. Tupper was not well qualified 
to represent Canada at Washington. 

Sir John Macdonald in reply said he had 
every confidence in the ability of Mr. Tupper, 
whose knowledge on the subject was exten- 
sive.

CANADIANS ROBBING OUR FORESTS. 


Valuable Timber Lands in the Vicinity of 
Rainy Lake Denaded. 

WIT Eartn, Minn., Feb. 25.—[Special.] 
—Deputy United States Marshal George 
Campbell, who wentfrom Red Lake with a 
posse of Indian police to investigate. the re- 
ported timber steal in the vicinity ot Rainy 
Lake, with instrucuons to arrest any persons 
found trespassing ogindian or Government 
land, has returned here. The party reached 
Rainy Lake after a tedious journey of five 
days, their route having been over an Indian 
trail and through dense thickets, tamarack 
and cedar swamps, deep snow, and pine for- 
ests. They say timber-thieving has been 
carried ou for many years until now the 
banks of streams emptying into Rainy Lake 
have been denuded of all marketabie pine 
and hard wood timber. Most of these lum- 
bermen are Canadians, who come and cut 
timber on American soil under the pretext 
that they have a right to do so because their 
wives are Indian women belonging to the 
Red Lake Reservation. It was also ascer- 
tained that the whisky traffic is carried on 
indiscriminately by the — Furs 
are bought trom tne Indians in ge for 
whisky, and many young girls, mere chil- 
dren, are bartered away fora few pints of 
the vilest of intoxicants. Rat Fortage, on 
the Canadian side, forms the headquarters 
for the supply of the trafiic.

MANNER OF OBTAINING JURYMEN. 


Some of the Practices That Prevail in the 
Courts of This City. 

Au injustice was done the clerks of the 
Superior Court in Tue TRiIsUNe’s editorial 
columns Monday,” said Chief Deputy James 
Healy yesterday. “All we have todo witn 
the selection of jurors is to draw the tickets 
from thé County Clerk’s office and make out 


the venire for the Sheriff to serve. We cet 


the tickets out of a box full of tickets which 
is kept locked, and the Chief Deputy in the 
County Olerk’s office has the only key. The 
box swings on a swivel and the tickets 
are taken just as they come out. 
Whenever jurors are wanted the court 
orders a venire of 135. li is my duty 
to take 125 tickets out of the box, 
write all the names on the venire, and give it 
to the Sheriff to serve. The tickets are then 
sent to the jury clerk, who compares the 
names with his list. here is no chance to 
smuggie in any names, for they would uot be 
found on his list. The clerks have nothing 
whatever to do with excusing jurors. 

“The Sheriff makes his return. Here is 
the last venire of 125. The Sheriff reported 
sixteen of the persons named in the venire 
not found,’ thirteen were excused by the 
court, forty-one failed to appear, and fifty- 


five are serving on the present panel. This 


number is deemed sufficient by the court. If 


the court desired more attachments could be 
taken out for those who failed to appear. All 


of We 125 names on the venire are called in 
open court and all must be accounted 
for in one of these four ways. They

cos THE QUESTION OF A SITE, 


The South Park Commissioners Not Unwill- 
ing That Jackson Park Should Be Used— 
Can It Be Devoted to Fatr Purposes?— 
The Returning Delegation to Be Warm- 
ly Welcomed—Many Congratulations by 
Telegraph—New York Drummers Now 
Travel Ineognito. , 

Scarce had the good news arrived when 
Chicagoans began discussing the question of 
a site--a subject by common consent hitherto 
left severely alone. Of ali the sites suggest- 
ed Jackson Park seems to be the most often 
mentioned. It has many advantages, includ- 
ing plenty of land, a good frontage on the 
lake, transportation facilities, and proximity 
to the Hyde Park Water-W orks. 

But is it available? Who is going to give 
the Chicago World’s Exposiuon company 
the right to use it or any part of it? 

The Board of South Park Commissioners 
undoubtedly wants to see the Fair a success 
and will do ali in uus power to make it one. 
President William Best of the board is au- 
thority for that statement. 

“Of course I can’t say absolutely what the 
board will do in case Jackson Park is asked 
tor,“ he said, but I think I am safe in say- 
ing that it will not stand in the way of the 
success of the Fair. Personally I would pre- 
fer not to have it in Jackson Park, because it 
would seriously interfere with our plan of 
work for beautifying it, but if Jackson Park 
be decided the best place I wili not stand in 
the way.’’ 

This seems to be the gene al sentiment of 
the board, so that there will de no difficulty 
in securing its consent. 

HAS iT THE POWER? 

But has it the power to permit the park to 
be occupied for that purpose? 

“My opinion is that it has not.“ said A. W. 
Green, the attorney for the board. 

Sec. 18 of the charter under which the 
board operates was cited to him. It defines 
its powers as follows: 

Seo. 18. The said board shall have the full and 
exclusive power to govern, manage, and direct 
said park; to lay out and regulate the same: to 
pass ordinances for the regulation and govern- 
ment thereof; to appoint such engineers, sur- 
veyors, clerks, and other officers, including a po- 
lice force, as may be necessary; to define and 
prescribe their respective duties and authority, 
fix the amount of their compensation, and gen- 
erally in regard to said park they shall possess 
all the power and authority now by law conferred 
upon or possessed by the Common Council of the 
City of Chicago in respect to the public squares 
and places in said city. 

“That gives it almost absolute power to do 
as it pleases, was suggested. 

“Yes, in conducting it as a park,” he re- 
plied. “ But the charter also defines the pur- 
poses for which the land acquired can be 
used. and, while its power is great in the 
furtherance of those purposes, it cannot go 
outside of them. Read Sec. 4.” 

Sec. 4, after specifying the land to be used, 
reads: 

Said land and premises, when acquired by said 
Commissioners as provided by this act, shall be 


held, managed, and controlled by them and their’ 


successors as a public park for the recreation, 
heaith, and benefit of the public, and free to all 
persons forever, subject to such necessary rules 
and regulations as shall from time to time be 
adopted by said Commissioners and their suc- 
cessors for the well ordering and government of 
the same. 

My opinion is,” continued Mr. Green, 
“that the South Park Commissioners have 
no power to grant permission to the Chicago 
World's Exposition company to occupy any 
part of the South Park system without legis- 
lation.“ 

That was also the opinion of Mr. Best, who 
believed that thé powerof the board was 
great only in certain channels clearly de- 
fined in the charter. 

“But,” said. Mr. Best, “I anticipate no 
trouble in securing the requisite legisiation. 
The Legisiature will do all it can, undoubt- 
edly, to make the Fair a success.“ 

CAN Tod LEGJSLATURE ACT? 

The question next arises: “Can the Legis- 
lature give the required permission?’ Off- 
hand a man would be apt to say, Certainly.” 
But there is that phrase in Sec. 4, defining 
the purposes for which the land taken is to be 
used: “Shall be held, managed, and con- 
trolled by them and their successors as a 
public park, for the recreation, health, 
and benefit of the public, and free to all 
persons forever.” The last words espe 
cially are significant. How can it or any 
portion of it be inclosed and an ad- 
mission fee charged? And how can it bea 
„public park“ if given over to a private cor- 
poration, as the Chicago World’s Exposition 
company would probably be heid in the eves 
of the law. It might be considered purely a 
poblic enterprise, and in that case matters 
would be greatly simplified, but even then 
the free for ail persons toreyer”’ stands in 
the way. It is a question for lawyers. 

“Can the Legisiature act?“ was asked of 
Mr. Green. 

“ That’s a different question,” he replied. 
Ido not care to be quoted on that. I have 
had no time to look it up.“ 

PERMANENT BUILDINGS, 

In regard to the erection of permanent 
buildings there seems to be but one opinion. 
If the Fair can be beld in Jackson Park tbere 
is no reason why permanent buildings should 
not be erected. 

It would be wicked to tear down all the 
buildings,” said Mr. Best, “ as some of them 
are bound to be of a substantial nature. If 
the Fair be held at Jackson Park we have 
power to arrange for some of them being 
left. Iam for the Fair and will vote to have 
it held in Jackson Park if that be the dest 
place in the opinion of the people. But if 
another place equally good can be secured I 
would prefer to have it there.“

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John Tanner Not in the Race for State 
Treasurer— All Questions of Factional 
Differences Settied—The @ld Officers 
Re-elected—The Piatform—Delegates to 
the National Convention—Opposition to 
Senator Allison Comes Solely from Dem- 
ocrats—Other Political News. 

Srrineriztp, III., Feb. 2%5.—[Special.]— 
Once more the hopes of the Democracy of U- 
linois are biasted. They predicted with the 
greatest assurance and fidelity to details how 
the Illinois State Republican League would 
be torn by dissensions and how its conven- 
tion, which mét here today, would exhibit a 
condition of chaos in the party that must 
surely lead the Republicans to defeat in 1802 
if not this present year. The Dem- 
ocratic papers had the kindness to give 
this con vention a large amount of free ad- 
vertising, thus producing a large attendance. 
There were I, ITI delegates and probably 
1,000 more persons, alternates or friends of 
the delegates, making in all one of the 
largest gatherings of Republicans ever held 
in this city. 

It was believed until recently that John R. 
Tanner was a candidate for another term as 
State Treasurer. It was understood, however, 
today that Tanner meant what he said, that 
he realized there was some opposition, and 
hence withdrew for the sake of harmony. 
C. A. Partryige of Lake Connty was here. 
He is not making ary canvass, but his friends 
announce that he is a candidate for Treas- 
urer, and will come out when bis term as 
Adjutant-General of the Grand Army expires. 
J. W. Martin of Joliet and Charles Fairman 
of Olney are also spoken of as candidates. 
An understanding was reached soon after 
the leaders came together for consultation. 
which spread to almost every delegate, that 
it would nec do to quarrel, that the interests 
of the party were above those of any indi- 
viduals, and that the compiaints of a few dis- 
appointed politicians ougigt not to affect the 
policy of the party. 

Gov. Fifer made the address of wel- 
come, congratulating the league upon the 
great work it had done during the tirst two 
years of its existence. He ridiculed the 
Democrats who had persisted in claiming 
Illinois every campaign for twenty years. 
„The Democrats, said Gov. Fifer, “ believe 
they can elect Cleveland in 1892 because they 
couldn't in 1888. Just so they now think 
they can succeed with my friend Gen. 
Palmer, because they failed with him in the 
last campaign. Democrats are like mice. 
They can be caught in the same trap twice. 
Already have these men named the mighty 
and immaculate statesman who is to lead 
them to victory in IIlinois asa Senatorial 
candidate. Unlike the Republicans they 
seem to have but one man large enough to be 
mentioned for the Senatorship, and he dom- 
inates the whole Democratic field like a giant 
oak among the dog-fennel. If Sheridan had 
not generously succored the stricken and 
homeless people of Chicago when the flames 
had licked up their habitations Gen. Palmer 
might not have got mad, and if he had not 
got mad he might today have been piodding 
along undistinguished in the Republican 
party among a vast throng of great big 
statesmen and patriots just like himself.

The convention was called to orderin the 
State-House at noon by President Tracy, who 
made a brief, business-like address.

PROVES IT 18 A GOOD INVESTMENT. 


Negotiations for the Sale of Some Audito- 
rium Ground—Local Real- Estate Boom. 
The sale is announced of the largest part of 

the ground on which stands the Auditorium. 

As a matter of fact this sale has not been 

completed, but is still depending on several 

contingencies, any one of which may cause 
the transaction to fall through. The prop- 
erty is that controlled by Wirt Walker. It 

is an irreguiar piece of ground having a 


frontage of 105 feet on Wabash avenue, 205 


feet on Congress street, and 134 feet on 
Michigan avenue. The proverty contains 
about 43,000 square feet. It is leased to the 
Auditorium company for ninety-nine years, 
the annual rental being $21,000. 

The negotiations for a sale are understood 
to have been on about a 4 per cent basis, 
which is more than long leased property here 
has heretofore brought. On a 4 per cent 
basis the price would be $466,066. . 

The ground on which the Auditorium 
stands is owned in three parcels. The 
northeast corner of Congress street and Wa- 
bash avenue is owned by Francis Bartlett 
of Boston and William Slater of Connecticut. 
Before the Auditorium was built this ground 
was owned by Mr. Peck, who leased it to the 
Auditorium company for $11,610, which was 
on a6 percent vasis. He afterwards sold 
it to the Eastern parties for $232,200, or on 
a 5 per cent basis. 

The land under the northeast corner of the 
building is owned by the Studebakers, who 
receive a rental of $3,600. The rate at which 
the Walker property will pass. if tne sale is 
carried through, will be about $10.50 a square 
foot. The sale of the property has no effect 
on the Auditorium further than that tne high 
price at which it is to pass indicates that in 
the judgment of investors there is absolute 
security for the payment of the rental. 

The real-estate market was as quick 40 feel 
the stimulus of the location here of the 
World’s Fair as was the locai Stock Excnange, 
which did the largest day’s stock business in 
its history. Many schemes which have been 
simmering for weeks came to a turbulent 
boiling yesterday and the results will soon 
be apparent. There are hotel schemes galore, 
aboutevery broker in town having some- 
thing in that line which he is working on. 

Tne property Nos. 216 and 218 Monroe 
street has been placed under contract of sale 
by C. B. Farwell. The price is about $143,- 
000. Tne proverty is Giles feet and is im- 
proved with a five-story stone front build- 
ing rented to one tenant. There is a5 per 
cent incumbrance of $60,000 om the property, 
due in June, 1890. 

There was filed for rocord yesterday the 
deed to the property on Forty-third street, 
near Robey street, 973 feet to the river, ex- 
cepting the portion covered by the raiiroad, 
frum Matthew Laflin to the Union Stock- 
Yards and Transit company for $176,180; 
also forty-two acres between Robey and 
Wood streets and running to the river, G. H. 
and L. Laflin to Union Stock-Yards and 
Transit company for $136,233. Both deeds 
are dated Dec. 5. 

THE ATLAS BLOCE SOLD. 

The Atlas Block, at the northwest corner 
of Wabash avenue and Randolph street, oc- 
cupied for many years by J. W. Doane & 
Co., was soid at Master's sale Monday to 
satisfy a judgment in favor of Thomas Brown 
to Erskine M. Phelps for $75,500. Mr. Phelps 
bought in the judgment in the interest of 
Mr. Dosne. ' 

The property has been in hitigation for a 
number of years. it formerly belonged to 
M. I. Walker, who died in 1874. A few days 
before his death Mr. Walker executed a 
mortgage on all his property, his wife sign- 
ing it, to secure any judgment in favor of 
Tnomas Brown inst the estate. A judg- 
ment in favor of Brown for $119,000 was en- 
tered but subsequently set aside. The mort- 
gage being alien on all Waiker’s property, 
covering, as it did, any judgment which 
might be entered in favor for Brown, the 
Atias Biock was held by it. Mrs. Walker 
det up a claim for dower interest, 
and the next year it was sold at administrat- 
or’s sale to Mr. Doane, subject to the dower 
interest of Mrs. Walker and the Brown mort- 

ge. The present building was erected by 

r. Doane. Brown secured another jude- 
ment for $91,000. There have been several 
credits on the last Brown judgment, and the 
balance, about $71,000, is covered by the sale 
to Mr. Pheips. 

The property is said to be worth at least 
$400,000, ana it will doubtless be redeemed by 
Mr. Doane, subject stiil to the use by Mrs. 
Walker of the one-third dower interest. 

The Matteson House, Wabash avenue and 
Jackson street, may be leased to A. S. Gage, 
formerly one of the proprietors of the Hotel 
Richelieu, although the papers have not yet 
been signed. When the parties came to put 
their oral agreement into writing it was 
found that they were notof the same opin- 
ion on all points. If these variances can be 
harmonized the lease will de made. The deal 
is likely to be closed atany time. Mr. Gage 
said yesterday: I have been negotiating 
for this hotel some time, but I’ve not yet 
signed the lease. I expect the transaction 
will be concluded any day now, although 
there is a possible chance of the deal falling 
through.”’ 

Another scheme to utilize this property is 
being 2 up by the Odd-Feliows. They 
have no intention of being outdone by the 
Masons and they propose to erecta great 
Odd-Fellows’ temple. Their pian was to se- 
cure this property on a ninety-nine year lease 
and guarantee the construction of a build- 
ing to cost between $500,000 and 8900. 000. 
The building was to have lodge-meeting 
rooms, a large hall, and offices for rent. The 
Odd-Fellows are still actively at work om this 
plan. 


WORK AT FORT SHERIDAN STOPPED. 


A Mixed-Up Affair Which Results in the 
Discharge of 160 Bricklayers. 

Work upon the new Government buildings 
at Fort Sheriaan has come to a standstiil. 
Tnursday afternoon 160 bricklayers aad ma- 
sons were ordered to cease tbeir iabors, and 
accordingly dropped their tools, and the 
chances are that it will be some time before 
the trowel and the bod are again in use. 

When the original contractors, Willams & 
Appleton, failed their bondsmen carried on 
the work of construction,.and it is said that 
they employed James McIntosh, a gon- 
tractor, to carry out the details. He 
employed James Cynnolly to assume 
the supervision of construction. James 
Jeffrey was then employed by Mcintosh 
tolook after the carpentry. Jeffrey, it is 
claimed, is an alien, and as such cannot be 
employed upon Government work. Last 
week Connolly was discharged and his men 
given a five-minute notice to quit, this occur- 
ring shortly after Jeffrey had been put in 
charge of the masons as well as the car- 


nters. 
The men claim that this latter move was 
made to freeze Connolly out, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that a contract existed. 

The Bricklayers’ Union is keeping a sharp 
lookout lest non-union men be put to work, 
in which case they may arrest McIntosh for 
employing an alien on Government work.

THE ART INSTITUTE ATTRACTIVE. 


A Large Audience Hears Prof, Ives’ Lect- 
ure on “Expression in Art.” 

Yesterday’s attendance at Prof. Halsey 
C. Ives’ lecture proved that bad weather is 
powerless to keep people away from the Art 
Institute. Prof. Ives is the Director of the 
St. Louis Museum and School of Art, and 
the subject of his address was “Expression 
in Art.“ The lecturer said that there is no 
short cut to knowledge of art expression; it 
is a wide subject, covering the history of 
art in all countries. There are three types 
of expression—the technical, the phonetic, 
referring to the eloquence with which the 
subject is interpreted, and the esthetic, 
which refers to its appeal toane senses. Out- 
side of these types, and including them,are the 
two 2 divisions of the ideal and the real, 
the tof which aspires to something high- 
er than ver similitude. In the old Floren- 
tine school there were no shadows or model- 
ing, and the color was fiat. Later artists 
used broad and simple shadows, melting into 
light, and Giotto made them more complex. 
Then came Leonardo, Raphael, and Angelo, 
who carried the science as far as it could go. 

Prof. ives gave illustrations by means of 
the stereopticon of Rapbael’s cartoons. The 
speaker then branched off and discussed the 
pre-Raphaelite school, with which he has lit- 
tle sympathy. Holman Hunt’s “Shadow of 
Death and *Lignt of the Word“ were 
shown, and his careful, laborious method of 
work was explained. His search after truth 
demands respect, and his success in repro- 
ducing the thoughts and feelings of several 
centuries ago. Parts of his work are mag- 
nificent, but the lecturer thought it wasted 
strength. The earth has bubbles as the 
water hath,” he said, “and these are of 
them.” Albrecht Dürer was next discussed 
and some analysis was given of his famous 
engraving of Tue Knight, Death, ana the 
Devil.” Prof. Ives represented the Gothic 
by giving some beautiful views of the En- 
giish cathedrals. He then turned to scuipt- 
ure and described the strength and alert en- 
ergy in the Hermes of Praxiteles and Mich- 
ael Angelo’s Moses, in spite of their relaxed 
positions. 

Returning to painting, he spoke of Dela- 
croix and the largeness of his soul, in which 
there was no feeling for the merely pretty. 
Great passions were his theme. OI Con- 
stable and Turner he had words of appreci- 
ative warmth. It 1s not generally known 
that Jules Dupré was a pupil of Constable 
and that the modern French school derived 
much benefit from these Englishmen. Sev- 
eral reproductions were givenof Turner’s 
wonderful effects of cloud andsea. These 
men learned to paint Nature as they saw her 
—a tree as a whole and not as a combination 
of trunk and leaves. They painted land- 
scapes, not as they ought to be, but as they 
were—affected by the wenther, torn and 
tossed by the wind. 

An example of Corot was shown, and the 
speaker said that he once stood before Dela- 
croix’s Dante and Virgil.” “This is an 
eagie,’’ said the painter; I am only a little 
lark singing his song among the gray clouds.“ 
But the lark's song has lingered in our ears 
for many decades. Prof. Ives closed with an 
appeal to the public to judge artists sympa- 
thetically and without prejudice.

Jonathan's Arts at Chicago in 1892. 
' The Rev. Dr. H. W. Tuomas introduced 
Max O’Rell to the handsome audience at 
Central Music-Hali last night, and ‘thereby 
did the distinguished satirist a great favor. 
Otherwise M. Blouet would have seemed 
homely. 

As it was, in dress-coat and glistening 
white shirt bosom, he really looked well, 
despite a discouraged short black beard 
which long ago gave up the hope of being 
uxuriant. M. Blouet is no longer young. 


But then, neither is he old. 


He constantly apologized last night for his 
imperfect knowledge of English, but there 
was more vanity than modesty in this. There 
was no need for nis advertising the fact that 
he was born French, That was patent when he 
said “part nairsheep” for “ partnership,” 
and put the accent in the place. But 
then, half the charm of listening to him was 
the tinual guessing as to the meaning of 
score seemingly foreign word, which sud- 
denly turned out to be an old familar friend 
as common as burdock. 

Asfor his satire it was as keen as the 
blade of the celebrated executioner who could 
cut a man’s head off and the unlucky person 
not know it until a pinch ot snuff would 
cause a sneeze, and the decapitated head 
would, much to its surprise, find itself roll- 
ing over in the dust. 

JOKES, OLD BUT KESPECTABLE. 

Certainly M. Biouet has a wonderful gift 
as an entertainer, else ke could never make 
an audience laugh with es us oid as sin, 
though much more respectabie. They were 
delighted at the repartee of the Frenchman 
who answered the Englishman's boast that 
tne sun never set on the British possessions 
by saying that the Lord could not trust 
Johnny Hull in the dark. Delighted? They 
roared and stamped with their feet. 

M. Blouet makes half his points by stop- 
ping short and not finishing a sentence. For 
example, or, as he would say, for 
rexawmpl,” speaking of John Bull’s greed 
for possession and his tendercare of him- 
self, the lecturer quoted: What shall it 
profit a man——’’ ere some person was 
tickled beyond endurance and spickered 
guiltily.

The French fight for glory, tie Germans 
for a living, the Russians to divert attention 
trom the condition of the people, but John 
Bull is hignly moral. He fights to improve 
trade, to better the condition of the country 
attecked, both in this worid and that which 
is to come. He goes to the nations with a 
Bible. They soon have the Bible and he— 
has their land. 

“The Briton is a strange compound of the 
lion, the mule, and the octopus,” he saia, and 
then deciared that it.was these three char- 
acteristics which made the nation great. 
Some might call it cheek—well, that was a 
good word for it. en he told ofa friend 
of his, adoctorin Brittany, who had kindly 
let quite a little colony of English people use 
a pleasant fleid free for a tennis court. The 
tennis club soon afterward presented com- 
pliments and begged that the doctor would 
have the potatoes growing at one end of the 
field dug up and taken away, as the tennis 
bails were continually getting lost there and 
it troubled the ladies so much. 

There was an 5 ＋ sitting close by 
the reporter. The Briton did not enjoy this 
part of the lecture a bit, but he laughed quite 
heartily later on in the. evening when 
Brother Jonathan caughtit. Such is the de- 
pravity of the human heart. 

The speaker toid another characteristic 
story of a letter he got from an Englishman, 
who modestly requested, after paying the 
usual fulsome compliment, that M. Blouet 
would write his name in each of his books 
and forward them to the writer, who noped 
he was not presuming too much.

John Buil’s ability to guide his governors 
atta to make servants out of public officials 
was commended, and a pin was stuck in the 
fact that Johnny Bull, monarchist though he 
be, would never dream of giving the Queen 
one-quarter ot the power that Americans 
give a new man every four years.

Then M. Bliouet patted Sandy McDonald 
on the back for his general pawkiness which 
leads the Scotchman to keep the Sabbath, 
the ten commandments, and everything else 
worth keeping, and to pray each day. 

The Jews, he said, had never been able to 
get a foothold in Scotland. They came, they 
saw, and they went away again, glad to get 
away with their shoes. 

Then came Brother Jonathan, Patrick 
being left out of the lecture entirely save a 
mere allusion here ana there, as when the 
lecturer said there was wit zn Ireland, humor 
in Scotland, and neither wit nor humor in 
England. 

Brother Jonathan was approved of in the 
main, though he did catch it over the 
knuckles for the frequency of the cuspidor 
by the bedside, in the trains, and in every 
public building.

The expectation of a vast in- 
crease in the carrying business and in the 
local consumption of gas, due to the gather- 
mg of strangers here, caused operators to 
look upon these properties as more valuable.

RAISING THE TRACKS. 

The Chicago Herald impudently implies 
that the motives of Taz Trisvne in opposing 
the visionary scheme of tearing down the 
viaducts and elevating all the ra)lroad tracks 
in this city are of “a very low order.“ Con- 
sidering how many hooks the Herald has put 
into elevated railroad enterprises the impu- 
tation of bad motives is for it peculiarly un- 
safe. 

The Herald article must have been written 
without refiection or due appreciation of the 
magnitude of the work it advocates. The 
tracks cannot be elevated for passenger 
traffic alone. If raued for the passenger 
trains they. would have to de raised for 
freight—uniless thé present method of hand- 
ling freight is changed—and if raised for 
freight all the adjuncts of that business 
would have to be boosted into the air to keep 
on a level with the new grade. The freight 
yards, the switches, the side tracks would 
have to unite in de upward movement. 
Every passenger station, every freight house, 
every railroad oridge in the city would have 
to be rebuilt. Either this or the present sys- 
tem of handling freight in the biggest rail- 
road center in the world would be revolu- 
tonized. The freight yards would have to 
be raised, or abandoned. There could be no 
middle course, for it would be impossible to 
tear down the viaducts and permit the freight 
traffic of the city to be carried on with the 
present terminal facilities at grade crossings. 

The Herald alleges that the most extrava- 
gant estimate for raising the tracks of one 
company (for @ distance of sixty biocks) is 
$4,000,000,” while half as much more would 
be required to build twenty viaducts, to- 
gether with paying the land damages. Also 
that the said viaducts would need to be re- 
built once in every fifveen years, while the 
elevation of the tracks would be a perma- 
nent improvement and permit the running of 
faster trains thau on any other plan. 

This may seem to be an easy way of stating 
the case, but itis a wofully blind one, since 
it ignores the most important considerations 
that must come up m any practical discus- 
sion of change of plan. The elevation of the 
rails for passenger travel, which seems to be 
the only thing thought of by the Herald, 
would inyolve the raising of the tracks for 
all other traffic and the abandonment of 
every warehouse or yard connection now in 
existence within the city limits. To litt up 
the whole, change the viaducts already built, 
and reconstruct the bridges which already 
span the river for the passage of trains, to 
say nothing of vested rights and indirect 
damages, would require the expenditure of 
sums so Vast that the $4,000,000 named would 
bea mere bagatelle in comparison. In fact, 
the undertaking would be such a big one that 
itis safe to say it would be pronounced im- 


] Pracucable by every rational man to whom 


it should be submitted. 

The Herald's plan means the sweeping 
away ofall the grain elevators which line 
the banks of the river, a rendering useless 
of all the dock frontage except that required 
to supply the city consumption of coal and 
lumber—in short @ compiete severance of 
the relation now existing between the lake 
and rail departments of commerce which is 
the slow growth of many years and bas done 
so much for the building up of the city that 
without it Chicago would be now scarcely so 
far advanced as it was twenty years ago. 
The railroads could remove their freight 
tracks far away, obtain cheaper ground else- 
where, and put up new freight houses, but

Mr. Depew's view of the situation may 
seem a little acrid, especially to those who 
are still exultant over the victory achieved 
against such odds, but itrepresents the calm, 
common-sense estimate of the responsibilities 
which this city will undertake m case the 
World’s Fair legisiation is matured without 
material change. It is but natural that Chi- 
cago and the friends of Chicago should exult 
over their victory, for it was won in a con- 
test against the field and after a struggle 
characterized by considerabie bitterness of 
jealousy as well as by unjust and malignant 
aspersions. These, however, are matters of 
the past, and Chicago can afford to forget 
them in the celebration of the success. But 
there has been celebration enough and further 
burning of red fire would be childish. Chicago 
must now prepare to get down to business, and 
it is gom to be the most serious business 
the city has ever undertaken from the purely 
popular point of view. As Mr. Depew says, 
Chicago has got “an elephant with a prodig- 
ious appetite and exjraordinary necessities, 
and the cost of meintaining him is far be- 
youd anything that your tinanciers have esti- 
mated.” Our citizens and those who are in- 
trusted with the local management of the 
Fair will therefore be unwise if they 
do not realize that they are burdened 
with an enterprise which cannot be 
carried forward with a.hurrah, ana if 
they do not assume at the outset not only 
that it will involve a large expenditure 
of money but that it will tax to the 
utmost the energy, the skill, the public 
spirit, the business capacity, the municipal 
resources, and the artistic tastes of the city, 
even after taking into account the belp from 
the outside which we have every reason to 
believe will be ungrudgingly given. 

Mr. Depew says that the success of this 
Fair will be measured by comparison with 
the success of the Paris Exposition. In a 
general sense this is correct, providing that 
Congress places no obstacle in the way. In 
its extent, the executive ability displayed in 
its management, the success of its appeal to 
the people, the financial administration, and 
the general quality and quantity of ex- 
hibits, it will unquestionably be compared 
with the Paris Exposition, but no further. 
The World's Fair of 1892 cannot be a re- 
production of the Paris Exposition. it 
will be an American fair. The lat- 
ter was a French fair. They must 
differ as the tastes of the two peoples differ. 
The National characteristics and the genius 
of the people would prevent its being other- 
wise. The predominant quality of the Paris 
Exposition was the artistic. That cannot be 
the predominant quality of the Fair of 1892 
for the reason that itis not the dominating 
characteristic of the American people. Its 
artistic display and development will repre- 
sent the highest and best artistic attain- 
ments of the American people and beyond 
this it cannot and should not go. While we 
have no reason to doubt the ability of Ameri- 
can artists; artisans, ana architects to de- 
velop a commendable degree of the artistic 
in construction and decoration and in the 
supply of art products, the great success of 
the Fair will be achieved along the lines that 
represent the country’s highest development 
and richest contribution to modern civiliza- 
uon. if Mr. Depew or any other New-Y ork- 
er looks for more than this he takes an un- 
American view of the situation. Even to 
accomplish this will require the maximum of 
effort almost within the minimum of time. 
That it can be done we beiieve, for the peo- 
ple of Chicago are united and will work to- 
gether harmoniously, energetically, and en- 
thusiesticaly. They bave never yet failed 
in anything they have undertaken. They 
will not fail now if they do not underrate the 
magnitude of the work they have in hand. 
Now let every one put his shoulder to the 
wheel 


“EXCUSED BY THE CLERK.” 

For some time the jurors drawn for service 
in the Superior Court have been of a poorer 
quality than of old, ana decidedly inferior to 
those who made their appearance inthe Cir- 
cuit and other courts. Itis a bad symptom, 
for, unless stopped, it means a return to the 
vicious system of a few years ago when the 
juries were rotten from top to bottom. It 
was then reformed, chiefly through the ef- 
forts of Commissioner John Mattocks, and 
it should not be suffered to relapse into its 
old badness. 

There are so many men in this county who 
are qualified to make good jurors that if none 
dodged this duty it would not be necessary 
for a man to act more than once in seven or 
eight years. But there are many who are 
such bad citizens that they cannot stand 
even this slight demand on their time, but 
dy shicking their duty increase the burdens 
of others. Investigation shows that when 
such individuals have been drawn for service 
in the Circuit or Criminal Court they are 
likely to serve unless they can give a satis- 
factory excuse to the Judges, who are nat- 
urally unwilling to let good men go. But 
when they are drawn in tne Superior Court 
it appears that they can get off tnrough the 
good offices of some subordinate before or in 
some cases even after the Judge has refused 
to release them. 

The rights of the Judge appear to de com- 
mou prey. Legislatures strip him of some, 
criminal lawyers of others, and now a clerk’s 
office in Cook County assumes to decide who 
may and who may not serve onajury. This 
poWer is a dangerous one to intrust to a 
clerk, and especially to his rapscallion subor- 
dinates. It gives each of them too much in- 
fluence, the ability to oblige too many peopie, 
and to make friends for himself against that 
day when he is asking for a renominawon. 
The chances are that he will not use it im- 


partially; that be will favor a man of his own 


party rather tnan of the other; tne employer 
rather than the employé. It appears to work 
somewhat that way in the Superior Court. 
About all the men who have been excised 
for service without the knowledge or against 
the wish of the Judge are persons well quali- 
fied for jury service. Among them are a 
large number of prominent citizens. 

It is @ bad thing for the finances of 
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jurors selected by it have not yet been drawn. 
The trouble is that there are several persons 
in the Superior Court Clerk’s office who have 
soft sides to their natures end ex- 
cuse all who they individually believe have 
influence or whoare or may be friends. It 
has come to be widely known that there is 
such a state of things in this office, ana 
therefore when a business-man is drawn in 


} that court he manages to get off, evemphough 


the Judge refuses to iet him go. This is bad 
encugh when tne excusing is déne for “love 
and affection.” But the day always comes 
when somebody sees money in it” and be- 
gins to sell exemptions, as was the custom in 
New York. It is better to check abuses here 
before they reach that corrupt stage. 


80 CHARACTERISTIC OF NEW YORK. 

That provincial spirit which cost New York 
the Fair—that spirit which moved William 
Waldorf Astor to talk of housemaids and 
sitting on the front steps as objections to 
Chicago—is beautifully illustrated by the re- 
marks of the Times of that city yesterday 
morning. Instead of accepting the inevit- 
able with becoming resignation and grace it 
says: 

We hold that it will be simply impossible to 
have a successful International Exhibition on 
Lake Michigan, and we doubt if any serious effort 


will be made to give the show there the 
ter of a real World's Fair. 


That is the same old assumption that any- 
thing to be suocessful must be held in or 
originate at New York. The Times has all 
along been indulging in another assumption 
that the Fair could not possibly go elsewhere 
than to New York. The House of Represent- 
atives having shown it that it was mistaken 
in that, and that there are some things not 
down in ita philosophy, it ought to have re- 
flected that possibly its other assumption 
might be wrong, and that Chicago, having 
proved it could get the Fair, might prove its 
ability to make it a success. 


If there is it will inevitably fail; but there may 
be a great show, nevertheless, with fat cattle 
and prize pigs galore and vast stacks of agri- 
cultural produce—aye, and much machinery and 
manufactured goods. 


And why not live stock and agricultural 
produce? What is this country chiefly nota- 
ble for if not those things! They are its 
bone and sinew, the sources of its wealth 
and that of New York. A Fair without 
them would be one where this country was 
not represented and which its people would 
not attend. It is not by the exhibition of its 
velvets and laces, its statuary and pictures, 
or its native novelists that the United States 
is to win credit. It has no originality and 
no special merit there. 

And why not much machinery,” includ- 
ing, of course, inventions! The myriads of 
labor-saving American inventions, the vast 
extent to which machinery is made to do the 
work of man, are the things which chiefly 
excite the wonderment of foreigners and 
which have enabled the country to advance 
with such giant strides. 


There may be foreign “ features,” but they 
cannot be such as to serve the purpose of com- 
parison, or furnish instruction and stimulus for 
the benefit of our own industries. In short, it 
will be a Western show, and nothing else. 


Does it count for nothing that the cotton- 
spinners and fron-workers of Alabama and 
Georgia are enabled to see what the men of 
similar businesses in Massachusetts, New 
York, and Pennsylvania are doing? The 
Times, being animated by the New York 
spirit, cannot see that this is an immense 
country not bounded on the west by the Hud- 
son River and on tùhe xorth by Spuyten Duy- 
vil Creek. It cannot see that there are vine- 
growers in Ohio who would like to exchange 
experiences with .those of California, hop- 
growers in New York who would like to meet 
those of Oregon, tobacco-raisers in Wiscon- 
sin who would be pleased to talk with those 
of North Carolina and Virginia, manufact- 
urers in Indiana and Ohio who have much to 
learn from those of Connecticut and Rhode 
Island. 


But we sincerely ho 
to “hump itself and get up the biggest show it 
knows how. If it does not accomplish much for 
the progress and giory of the country it may con- 
tribute to the gayety of nations and afford a 
measure of the relation between boasting’ and 
performance. Chicago ought not to be let of 
now. 


The hope is not sincere and the language 
is not marked by that polished suavity which 
should characterize the superior New-York- 
er. But the Times may rest assured that that 
same tireless energy and that white heat of 
enthusiasm which enabled Chicago to take 
New York by the beard and jerk it off the 
pedestal of assumed superiority on which it 
had perched itself will not be lessened or 
cooled by this first victory, but will last 
through to the last day of the Fair. There 
has never been in the case of Chicago that 
melancholy gap between promise and per- 
formance which is so conspicuous with New 
York. Grant tombs, Greeley stawes, and 
memorial arches have never been a specialty 
here. Yes, to use the odious Bowery ex- 
pression of the New York Times, Chicago 
will “hump itself just as it has been 
a-humping for the last six months. It will 
just make things hum, and it will give an 
American Exposition that will make the 
Western world feel proud from the Arctic 
Ocean to Terra del Fuego and that will 
make the eyes of the New-Yorkers bulge 
out till they are fiush with their “ tip 
tilted” noses. 


THE GRANT MONUMENT SCANDAL. 

Now that the New-Yorkers are relieved 
from any further consideration of the 
World's Fair, would it not be well for them 
to unite tueir energies on some proposition 
to erect a monument to Gen. Grant? A meet- 
ing of the Grant Monument Association was 
held the other day at which sixty-five de- 
signs were submitted, upon which the sub- 
committee of experts reported that not one 
was worthy of consideration and that there 
should be a second competition. Further- 
more, the experts accounted for this sweep- 
ing criticism of the designs by deciaring 
that the terms of the competition did not 
offer sufficient inducements to lead artists of 
reputation to compete. Thereupon the as- 
sociation decided to have another competi- 
tion, which of course will have no different 
result from the first, and passed a resolution 
that inasmuch as Sunday, April 27, will be 
the anniversary of the General’s birthday, 
and as it will be likely to be celebrated all 
over the country, individuals and organiza. 
tions may find it an opportune time to help 
the association with contributions. 

Is not this a mortifying piece of business? 
Is it less than a disgraceful scandal? The 
association knows well enough that other 
cities of this country are erecting their 
on memoriais and have nothing to do with 
the New York project, which is purely local. 
The family of Gen. Grant consented that his 
remains shouid be placed in Riverside Park 


Chicago will be allowed 
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spoke about Chicagos victory in the matter 
ot the World's Fair in the proper spirit Mon- 
day. They should lose no time in impressing 
their views on their associates, on the Mayor, 


and on the public generally. Chicago will. 


have to show that she is worthy of the vote 


of confidence which the National Congress 


has passed. There is no doubt that the peo- 
ple of Chicago will do their full duty. Is it 
so certain that the peopie’s servants, the 
municipal officers, will do theirs? .. 

Will the city be put in proper order for the 
Worid’s Fair? Will the smoke nuisance be 
suppressed during the time it shall be heid 
bere? Will the proper ordinance be drafted 
for this purpose, and will the Mayor see to 


it that such ordinance is rigidly enforced? 


Wul the work on the new water tunnels be 
urged and expeaited so that we shall have an 
abundant supply of absolutely pure water 
when the Fair is inaugurated? The letter 
published in Tua Trisuns Monday from the 
tunnel contractors’ superiutendent sbows 
that the tunnels can be completed by 1892 if 
there is zeal or energy on the. part of tne 
municipal authorities. 

The streets, which are now in a scandalous 
condition, can also be kept clean if the city 
officiais do their duty and honestly expend 
the large and ample fund placed at their dis- 
posal for this purpose, The electriclizht 
plant can be so extended that most of the 
portion of the city that will be “taken in” 
by. the visitors will have electric illumina- 
tion. Gambling can be stopped, the police 
force made efficient by the enforcement of 
proper drill and discipline, and the Fire De- 
partment can be maintained at its presen 
high standard. 2 

But in order that these and other necessary 
municipal reforms and improvements can be 
carried into effect before the Fair and during 
tne Fair it is necessary that the city shall be 
governed by honest, capable, and prudent 
men. Controller Onahan says there ought to 
be an increase of our assessment so as to pro- 
vide more money for needed improvements. 
That may be true. The taxpayers will sub- 
mit to such increase of assessment and taxa- 
tuon if they are assured that their money 
will be spent nonestly and wisely. 

The best guarantee that Controller Onahan 
and his political friends and ussodiates can 
give of this is by helping to elect forty-four 
honest, capable Aldermen and seven honest 
and capable Assessors in this city six weeks 
hence. The Aldermen to be elected next 
April will probably be in office when the Fair 
opens. They will have much to do with the 
preliminary arrangements, On their charac- 
ter and ability much of the success of the 
Fair will depend. 


THE DUAL LANGUAGE WAR IN CANADA. 

The battie which has been fought in the 
Dominion Parliament over the McCarthy 
bill, the purpose of which was to completely 
abolish the use of French as an official lan- 
guage in the Northwest Territory, is one of 
the most memorabie im the history of Can- 
ada. It was not merely the dual language 
issue that was involved. Its consequences 
were farther reaching, for they struck at 
French Roman Catholicism in that remote 
section of the Dominion and were calculated 
to pave the way for English Protestant dom- 
ination when the territory should be pop- 
ulous enough for admission into the Confed- 
eration. Thus it involved the race question 
and the relig.ous question, which have so long 
been disturbing elements in the Dominion. 
It had its origin in the old Red River rebell- 
ions. It was emphasized by the Riel agita- 
uon. It has grown in intensity. One of our 
Canadian conte mporaries says: 


The pro-Riel agitation in this province con- 
tributed its share towards the mutual hard feel- 
ing, and when the Jesuits’ Estates act was 
passed the elements were all ready for an ex- 
plosion. Then more meddimg of English Ontario 
with French Quebec's affairs took place, and the 
result is seen in the strained relations, the mut- 
val ili-feeling, and tne discord that have been 
evidenced in the — on the platiorm. and even 
in Parliament... 11 was from Ontario t came 
the impelling foree of the anti-Jesuit agitation, 
of which Mr, McOarthy's bill ts the direct re- 
sult. 


It now appears again in this encounter be- 
tween Ontario and Quebec, representing 
respectively English and half-breed interests. 
The contest has been a bitter one. How 


bitter is shown by these earnest words of 


Sir John Macdonala, the Premier: 


Think of the awful consequences should this 
ery which raises race against race, creed against 
ereed, religion against religion, and 1332 
against language be contmued. It will ruin t 
prosperity of our country. It Hp pein our credit 
at home and abroad. It wilt roy our credit 
in England. Think what a financial calamity it 
would be to Canada were it to be broached upon 
that most fickle of all markets, the London 
Stock Exchange, that Oanada was about to 
throw herself into a war on religion and race 
questions. Think what a disastrous consequence 
it would be were Canada to be thus ruined in the 
minds of foreigners, and the proud position which 
we now hold among the growing nations of the 
world to be thus so ruthlessly cast down. And 
for what? Simply because a few fanatics have 
chosen to declare themselves as Opposed to the 
carrying out of our solemn covenant and prom- 
ise with the French-Canediaas, whe are "ow a 
proud and happy portion of our Dominion. 


The issue so gravely set forth by the Pre- 
mier has been temporarily settied by com- 
promise on a motion offered by Sir John 
Thompson and accepted by the former, 
which leaves it optionai with the Legislature 
of the Territory what language shall be used 
in debates and the record of parliamentary 
proceedings, while it retains French in courts 
of law by reaffirming the dual language prin- 
ciple. This, however, is only a tub thrown 
to the whale. It is a half measure which set- 
ties nothing so far as the French are con- 
cerned. Its purpose is to let them down eas- 
ily, as the Toronto Mail says, which also adds 
that the Northwest Territory will press with- 
out delay for a reconsideration of the case 
at the next session of Parliament. At that 
time the old struggle must break out again 
with all its bitterness, and it may go far to- 
wards breaking up the Confederation. Rather 
than conduct a hopeless fight any longer the 
French provinces may secede from the Con- 
federation and deciare for annexation to the 
Usited States.

Penalties for Insolence to the Presideat of 
f the French Chamber. 

Parts, Feb. B.- The Chamber of Deputies 
today made a new rule for the government 
of its proceedings, with particular reference 
to recalcitrant Deputies who, being called to 
order, declined to take their seats, or other 
wise insolently defied the command of the 
Speaker, so that the authority of the House 
as represented by the Speaker is seldom re- 
spected unless actual force is appealed to, as 
was recently the case when a military guard 
had to be called in to remove members from 
the floor ot the House during the Boulangist 
demonstration. The newrule affixes a pen- 
alty to every refusal on the t of a mem- 
ber te obey the order of the sident. The 
penalty is that the member shall be suspend- 
ed from his functions and excluded from the 
Chamber of Deputies during thirty-six ses- 
sions of the Chamber. This new rule was 
voted by 277 to 236. M. Paul Deroulede pro- 
tested that to make such a rule was a child- 
— and odious abuse of the power of the ma-

Seu- 
ator Echols r the repeal of the 
law. There will a big fight over the

CASES AGAINST KEELY DISCONTINUED. 


Saitse Against the Motor Man by His Part- 
ners Dropped. 

PHILADELPHia, Pa., Feb. 25.—[Special.]— 
The well-known case of Bennett C. Wilson 
against John W. Keely, Rufus E. Shapley, 
and Ellis Ames termina.ed today by the en- 
tering of a discontinuance by the plaintiff’s 
counsel on the docket. The case arose in 
January, 1888, out of an alleged breach of 
contract on the partof Keely of tne Keely 
motor toward his then partner, Wilson, and 
Judge Finietter granted an injunction against 
Keely, which it was claimed be had dis- 
obeyed. The case was carried along through 
different stages by bills in equity, rules to 
show Cause, and the like until Oct. 1889, 
when Keely was summoned before Juage 
Finletter for contempt of court in not obey- 
ing the injunction. Keely made a personal 


statement in which he claimed to have hon- 


estly tried to carry out the court’s instruc- 
tious.

ENGINEERING A CORNER IN CORN. 
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WEW GOVERNMENT DETERMINED 


TO OBEY THE WILL OF TBE PEOPLE, « 

Proceeding Slowly So That All May U 
stand the New Constitution—Baull-Fights 
to Be Abolished in Mentee — Central 
America Enthusiastically Desoribed by 
a Recently Returned Traveler—Colorado 
Politics Discussed by Col, John Arkins 
of Denver. 


A. C. Stowell, who is registered at the Grand 


Pacific from London, has been in Rio de Janeiro 
for the last two years. He believes the Repub- 
lic will be justly administered and that we 
change of Government was for the best. 

It looks as though the new Government was 
a strong one, he said. “If it were not the peo. 
ple would not support it as they do now. The old 
Empire, with 14,000,000 souls, had vanished with- 
out the least quarrel. Some of the dispatches 
say that Brazil has developed into a despotism. 
These are far from being true. President Fon- 
seca is a man of broad views and is willing 
to submit the Government to the will of the peo- 
ple, which will be declared in the near elections. 
The elections have been delayed so that the 
people might be informed as to the plans to be 
submitted for the organization. Over 25,000 cop- 
ies of the Constitution of the United States 
were distributed throughout the Republic. It is 


thought that a Constitution will be framed not 


unlike that of this country.“ 

Speaking of the new National Bank of the Re- 
public Mr. Stowell confirmed a recent dispatch 
which stated that the entire capital, $100,000,000, 
was promptl¥ subseriped. 

“There is plenty of money in Brasil.“ he con- 
tinued, “and the National Bank project was 
taken up with a Boom. The recent funding at 4 
per cent ofthe 5 per cent loans had thrown 
plenty of money on the market, which was put 
into the bank. Many invested for the double 
purpose of making money and to demonstrate 
their faith in the new Republic. Heretofore the 
foreign business bas been transacted through 
London banks. The new National will have 
branches in all the important cities of Brazil, the 
United States, and Europe. American merchants 
will find that much easier than to negotiate 
through a London bank.”

Sefior Luis Padro said this last evening in the 
Palmer. Coming from a Mexican the statement 
seemed remarkable. Sefior Padro is the owner 
of a paper in the Mexican Republic and for two 
years he has been struggling to abolish the sport 
of bull-fightung. At last he has gained support- 
ers and y are going to kill the bull-fighting or 
die in the attempt. 

“ We have been so successful,” said Senor 
Padro, that in the Legislature ef Ialisco the 
discussion was recently made the order of the 
day. That would have been impossibie a year 
ago. While we are p ssing so rapidly in 
every Way it would be sinful not to speak of this 
important question. Bull-fighting produces 
naught but pleasure. It evidences no manhood 
and shows a degenerate organism. The people 
of Mexico crown their bull-fighters and yet don't 
know the names of their greatest herocs. 

“ The time has arrived when the people of my 
land can enjoy themselves without acting like 
savages. I not only talk iike this in the United 
States, but in my own country I am continually 
scoring the people. They know my sentiments. 
I argue that their moral sense is perverted, and 
they need the law to bring them back in the 
proper path. We expect fo stop these brutal ex 
hibitions by the Legisiature, and so far we are 
assured of considerable support. Mexico with- 
out a bull-üght will be odd, but that is exactly 
what we are coming to.“ 


Stanley Davis, a guest of the Richelieu, is a 
young coffee broker of New York and he is re- 
turning from a ramble over picturesque Central 
America. 

“By all means.“ he said last night, “visit 
Central America before you plan to tour Europe. 
It is a delightful visiting spot. The most inter- 
estine city I visited was Leon, in Nicaragua. It 
is purely a Spanish town and is laid out with 
‘plazas.’ The houses are one story high, incios- 
ing @ courtyard filled with flowers and fruit. 
Nature has been so good for years that the peo 
ple may well be lazy, for it costs scarcely any- 
thing to live. The ¢hief occupation is pleasure- 
seeking. and the natives are adepts at it. The 
San Pedro Cathedral of Leon is the finest edifice 
south of the City of Mexico and cost some 
$5,000,000. All this I found in a country where I 
supposed nothing could be obtained but fever. 
The rich men are coffee-planters or sugar-grow- 
ers, 11 they visit their estates only 
during picking season. Then they come to 
see that their supemntendents don't steal 
too much. The influential natives are afraid of 
their countryman, but they will trust an Ameri- 
can with anything. Most of the laborers in Nie- 
aragua bave homes and farms near the coffee 
fields and they live the laziest, happiest kind of 
a life. They are hospitable to a fault and would 
never accept compensation for shelter or food. 
One day we camped with the Guatemaltecos and 
enjoyed a feast. The big dish of the dinner was 
a monkey stew. Along the rivers you see thou- 
sands of monkeys, but that was the first time I 
had ever seen any inastew. We relished the 
dinner until I discovered that monkeys formed 
the base of the stew. Then, when the host of- 
fered to refill my plate. I passed the bet.” 


The broad-shouldered, heavy-set man with 
dark curly hair who was walking about the cor- 
ridors of the Palmer last evening was Col. John 
Arkins of Denver, editor of the Rocky Mountain 
News. He is known as well about the hotel coc- 
ridors of New York and Chicago as in Denver.

TO CONSTRUCT A GREAT RAILWAY SYSTEM. 


Important Railroad Bill Reported te the 
Virginia Legisiature.

_Vanloo's subject is a portrait of Mme, de 
Pompadour as a child—an imaginative study, as 
he could scarcely have known her until later. 
The color is somewhat faded, but the 
drawing and action sre strong, the charac- 
terization vital and true, and the subject at- 
tractive. The Olaude Lorrain comes from the 
collection of Count Potocki, and shows a pil- 
lared temple and softly-toned foliage along the 
banks ofa still river. The characteristic color- 
ing of this artist gives the landscape a dreamy, 
poetic sentimont in harmony with the classic 
period suggested by its marble columns. This 
picture, like the Watteau, is in a perfect state of 
preservation, and the same may be said for the 
Teniers and the Van Ostade panels. “The 
Smokers,“ by Teniers, is a gray-brown interior 


with two strougly-emphasized figures in the 


foreground and a shadowy group at the rear. 
Harmonious color, clever characterization, and 
masterly handling of textures and values make 
this picture a strong work, though its transitory 
action detracts from the interest. The two pan- 
els by Van Ostade are admirable examples of 
his style—Meissonier-like in its delicate accu- 
racy of characterization, and surpassing Meis- 
sonier in its brilliancy and beauty of color. One 
shows an inn interior and the other an aged and 
self-indulgent smoker whom time has debased to 
a purely sensual view of life. 

Of the Barbizon school a large gray-green 
Corot, An Old Bridge at Arleux,“ is perhaps, the 
finest example. This landscape is in the poetic 
painter's teuderest vein, showing how lovingly 
his imagination dreamed over a simple pastoral 
subject and made an idyl of it. He never descended 
to crude, prosaic literalism, but seized the sali- 
ent notes of color and keyed his composition to 
a fine harmony. In this picture that harmony is 
like the music of soft lutes, but sometimes the 
artist played louder strains on a bolder instru- 
ment. A smaller Corot is a charming little pict- 
ure, and doubly interesting because of the inserip- 
tion on the back, Amon ami Roullier,“ which 
proves that it was once a pledge of friendship. 

Diaz has two of his dark forest scenes and a 
beautiful little portrait of a Spanish lady ar- 
rayedin diaphanous white and pink—a bright 
note of color against rich green foliage. The 
tiny figure u singularly attractive, and most 
carefully and lovingly wrought out in a spirit of 
fine emotional delight and sympathy. A landscape 
by Rousseau is in his freer, earlier style, a style 
more ingenuous and true than the more labored 
efforts of his later years. Through dark trees is 
a vista of fresh green fields—one of those beauti- 
ful episodes of tender color which this painter 
sometimes gives us in the middle distance of his 
pictures—gives us when his mood is most joyous 
and frank. A moonlight marine by Jules Dupré 
is a powerful study of the deep dark colors of 
night and of the action of rolling waves—a suf- 
ficient proof that this painter did well when he 
turned his eyes to the sea and exclaimed: “ To 
have that before one and not to paint it is ab- 
surd.“ 

Daubigny has a stormy little picture whose 
color is not free from muddiness. Decamps is 
represented by a cleverly composed little can- 
vas, The Beggar.” From Delacroix We have a 
scene from the last act of “Othello,” more re- 
markabie for richness of color and intensity of 
action than for Shakspearean accuracy of senti- 
ment. A French version of Shakspeare always 
amuses Anglo-Saxon taste, whatever be the me- 
dium through which we receive it. The figure of 
Othello is theatrical and lacks force, but the 
crouching torm of Desdemona is sympathetically 
handled and Emilias green gown with its re- 
flected browns is a splendid note of color. An 
amusing little Drummer- Boy by Couture and 
a brilliant impressionsitic study of pink-robed 
ballet-girls by Degas are interesting pictures,

YARMS IN SOUTH DAKOTA, 


It Is Cheaper to Buy Them than to Settle 
on the Sioux Reservation. 

Yaxxron, S. D., Feb. 25. — [Special.]— 
Farmers who contemplate taking a home- 
stead on Government land on the Sioux Res- 
ervation should think twice before leaving 
their homes in the East. To the Eastern 
farmer who expects to get a farm for nothing 
is this injunction directed. There are hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres of good land 
east of the Missouri River in this State, with 
a good title and some improvements, that can 
be had for less money than it will require to 
secure title to Government land, to say noth- 
ing of the tive years’ residence required and 
the hardships that always follow early settle- 
ments, without markets for produce—should 
the pioneer be fortunate enough to have any 


produce to sell. 

A comparison of figures on the price of 
land on the east side of the Missouri River, 
with the expense invoived in perfecting title 
on Government land. will better illustrate 
the difference. 

A homestead on the Sioux Reservauon will 
cost:

These figures are based upon the supposi- 
tion that a man can support his family and 
team for eighteen months on $200 and on the 
further supposition that he will then harvest 
a full crop, which is doubtful on that arid 
plaia. 

In every county in South Dakota farms 
with buildings and from fifty to 100 acres 
can be bought at prices ranging from $400 to 
$1,200, and as much superior to the reserva- 
won lands as light is today. Besides this 
there are schools and churches already es- 
tablished, which wili not be possible on the 
reservation for years. Farmers with but 
little money can buy these farms by paying 
from $100 to $500 down. 

These lands which are now for sale at 
these terms were — 78 from the pioneers 
who passed throvgh the same condiuon of 
affairs that now await the settler on the res- 
er vation. Finding themselves unable to 
make the payment to the Government at the 
end of five years, it became necessary to 
mor the land. If he happened to bea 
shiftiess and inexperienced man, as this class 
of settiers usually are, tne mortgagee had to 
take the land. 

This is the reason that there are now 
6.000 000 acres in South Dakota that are 
cheaper than the so-called free lands on the 
reservawon.

| A RUSSIAN WEDDING. 

After long negotiation the Czar has con- 
sented to the morganatic marriage between 
Duke George of Meckienburg-Strelitz and 
Mile. Athalie Wouhartsky, wom his Majesty 
has created Countess Curioff. The ceremony 
took place privately in the chapel of the 
Anitschkoff Palace Saturday week, and the 
Emperor and Empress and several members 
of the imperial family were present. 

GRAND DUKE NICHOLAS’ DEPARTURE. 

The terms in which the departure of 
Senior Grand Duke Nicholas is announced in 
the official St. Petersburg print is attracting 
much attention. His imperial Highness, it 
is stated, leaves the Russian Empire with 
the permission of the Emperor. The 
story is that when the Grand Duchess 
Nichol who, as is well known, 
lived many years in seclusion in the famous 
cave convent at Kiew, Was visited by the 
Grand Duke Peter, the recluse Grand 
Duchess presented his bride with her mag- 
nificent collection of jewels. These she had 
left in her husband’s care in St. Petersburg. 
The Grand Duke Peter, however, probaoly 
being cognizant of certain facts, took no 
steps to obtain possession of the gift till one 
day the Ozarina received a letter from Kiew 
asking tor information in reference to the 
jewels. As these had not ,apparentiy 
yet reached the Montenegrin incess 
the matter came to the knowled of 
the Czar, who, on interrogating the nior 
Grand Duke, was informed that his wite’s 
8 some years ago, had been given to 

me. Schiszlawa, a friend of his, and this 
lady bad refused to return them. Thereupon 
the Czar dispatched Gen. von Greeser, Chief 
of the St. Petersburg police, to Mme. Schisz- 
lawa, with authority to obtain possession of 
the jewelry. In this way the jewels were 
ultimately recovered, though not without a 
scene. A few days after this the Senior 
Grand Duke Nicholas obtained permission of 
due Czar to travel abroad. 


COUNT ANDRASSY’S INFLUENCE. 

Far too little has been known of late about 
Count Andrassy’s influence in European pol- 
itics. In July, 1870, a few days before the 
French declared war against Prussia, it was 
a word from Count Andrassy that prevented 
the conclusion of the ailiance which Count 
von Beust had prepared between Austria and 
France. At tke famous Sulzbu inter- 
view Count Andrassy told apoleon 
that Hungary would never allow Austria 
to attack Germany, and that the 
treaty was valid only so far as its provisions 
could be executed. When Count von Beust 
was about to sien the treaty with France 
Count Andrassy, tnen Minister Resident at 
Pesth, received a visit from the Prussian 
Consul-General, now German Minister to 
Mexico. He informed the Count of informa- 
tion he had just received from Prince Bis- 
marck that Count von Beust was about 
to commit the dual monarchy to an 
alliance with Napoleon. The 
was short but diplomatic. When the 
Consul had spoken Count Andrassy 
stolidiy told him it was not the business of a 
Consul to furnish such intelligence, nor was 
it ne business of the Minister Resident of 
Hungary to receive it. The next train, how- 
ever, was taking Count Andrassy to Vienna 
for a stormy interview with Count von 
Beust. The treaty was never concluded. 
Equally firm and judicial was Count An- 
drassy’s treatment of the Hungarian press. 
Finding that the leading daily newspaper 
was constantly opposing his policy, he in- 
quired who was the writer of tne offending 
articles. He was told that it Way a Secretary 
in his own Ministry, the name being men- 
tioned. The culprit Was soon before him. 

Lou must suspend journalistic activity,” 
said Count Andrassy. “You will be com- 
pensated for any loss you may suffer in giv- 
ing up such extra work.“ 

The young Hungarian Secretary replied 
that he wrote the way he conscientiously be- 
lieved and should not think of stopping his 
contributions. He fuily expected tnat this 


reply would be regarded as tantamount to a 


resignatio1. Ninety-nine out of a bundred

Secretary the door. Count Andrassy aston- 
ished the journalist by asking him to sit 
down and quietly discuss the question, with 
the result that the latter’s views were con- 
siderably modified and the articles toned 
down. In this characteristic Count Andrassy 
resembles Pridce Bismarck. When the edit- 
or of the Berlin Punch was imprisoned for 
some slight majestät beleidung’’ it was 
Prince Bismarck who, behind me scenes, in- 
sured the prisoner’s comfort, general good 
treatment, ana early release. 
DUC DE NEMOURS’ RETUKN TO PARIS. 

The Duc de Nemours and the daughter of 
the Princess Blanche d' Orleans returned last 
week to Paris from Cannes, where they had 
been staying since the arrivai there of the 
Emperor of Brazil. The Duc Nemours and 
Princess Blanche will come to Engiand in 
April to reside some weeks at Bushey Park. 

LORD AND LADY BUTE. 

Lord and Lady Bute have been residing 
during the last fortnight at Faikland P 
Fifeshire, where extensive and costly aitera- 
uons and improvements have been carried 
out since Lord Bute purchased the estaie 
from the Bruce about eighteen months ago. 

THE STRATHPEFFER MEMORIAL. 

The Strathpeffer memorial to the late 
Duchess of Sutherland is to take tne form of 
a new Episcopal church, which, it is well 
known, she was most anxious to have built 
there.

The First Annual Meeting of the Organiza- 
tion Demonstrates Its Value. 

Des Mornzs, Ia., Feb. 25.—[Special.]—The 
first annual session of the Iowa Business- 
Men's Association opened in Des Moines 
this afternoon. Thirty-one local associations 
are represented anc a large number ot busi- 
ness-men are present who came from the 
smaller towns. The session was devoted to 
the hearing of the address of the President, 
H. C. Young, and the report of the Secre. 
tary, A. S. Burnell of Marshalltown. The 
Secretary’s report showed . mat seventy- 
se ven societies had been formed in Iowa and 
Missouri, and that all were in a flourishing 
condition. As to finances, the Secretary re- 
ported the association to be out of debt. 

Since the adopuor of the question box and 
the new system of rating customers by in- 
debteduness the work and benefits of the asso- 
ciation have greatly enlarged. It in effect 
gives the retailer the same knowledge of pur- 
Chasers as the wholesaler. The retary 
urged the members to attend the regular 
monthly meetings of their local associations. 
Ihe collection department has been most 
successful, reaching all over the United 
Staves, and the debtor is not any more secure 
in one State than another. The total coliec- 
tions in 1889 amounted to $22,425.25. The Sec- 
retary recommended the appointment of a 
directory board of possibly twenty members 
to facilitate the business of the association. 

After the President had appointed the 
usual standing committees the conven tion 
adjourned for the day. In the evening an in- 
formal reception was tendered the members 
by the Des Moines Co hapge at 
its rooms.

Object to “ Experiments.“ 

Dommico Fanello and Giovanni Russo filed a 
bill for an injunction, and begen ar action for 
$20,000 damages against the Chicago Sugar Re- 
fining company in the Superior Court yesterday. 
The complaingnts say they are the owners ofa 
three-story brick tenement building at Taylor 
and Johnson streets. About Nov. 1 the refining 
company dug a hole sixty feet deep and fifteen 
feet in diameter at the crossing of streets, 
weakening the foundations of the complainants’ 
building and causing the plaster in all the rooms 
to crack, Into the boie they put machinery for 

umping water from the mains into the refinery.

in this hole. The cover was blown 


and the air filled with brick, mortar, and 


other débris. The wife and female relatives of 
one of the complainants were so frightened that 
they ran out of the house in their nightelothes, 
and all the tenants have left and refused to live 
there longer. When the complainants remon- 
strated with the superintendent of the refining 
company they were told that the machinery was 
merely an experiment, which might or might not 
succeed, The court is asked to restrain the de- 
fendants from repairing the damage done to the 
hole and machinery by the expiosion and from 
any further “ experimenting.” The damage suit 
is for the injury to the plaintiffs’ property.

Mrs. Emma Werglé sues the city for $75,000 
damgges to her building at the soythwest corner 
of Jackson and Canal streets by the erection of 
the Jackson street viaduct, The land belongs to 
the Board of Education and was leased by plain- 
tiff’s husband in 1880 for thirty years, anda build 
ing extendimg fifty feet on Canal street and 160 
feet on Jackson was erected. This property, it 
is claimed, brought in a yearly rental of $6,500 
before the construction of the viaduct. Now it 
is said to be valueless and the recovery of its 
total cost is sought.
